bill this, y ear, it is believed that it 
wijl be passed. 
The proposal 
h a s special sig nifi­ 
cance ni Rush county , as repeated 
efforts have been made by the direc­ 
t or s of the Rush County Fair Associ­ 
ation to g et the county council to ap­ 
propriate the amount allowed by the 
law to keep the fair from g oing to 
rack and ruin. 
The county

fastly refused to make the appro­ 
priation because the law is not m an­ 
datory . 
I f the present bill is passed, 
it will be m andatory and the county 
council will be compelled to appro­ 
priate the amount.

Astoria, Ore., Jan. 8 — While cross­ 
ing into the Columbia river during a 
gale, the oil tank steamship Rosecrans, 
Captain L. F. Johnson, from Monterey, 
Cal , for Portland. Ore., ran aground 
on Peacock Spit and later sank with 
thirty-three members of her crew of 
thirty seven. 
One survivor of the wreck was re­ 
ported to have reached shore six miles 
from the scene of the disaster, and the 
Point Adams life-saving crew rescued 
three other men. 
The latter had taken refuge in the 
rigging of one of the masts when th * 
ship went down. 
For many hours 
they clung there, the waves breaking 
over them repeatedly. 
Not until tlie 
wind died down somewhat were the 
life savers able to reach them. Owing 
to the thick w eather the plight of the 
Rosecrans was not learned for several 
hours.

is short of food, the committee of the 
projected German Arctic expedition 
which is to explore the northeast pas­ 
sage. has just learned. 
The commit­ 
tee is preparing to send a supply. 
It is reported that a majority of the j 
mem bers of the expedition have died I 
of starvation. 
A dispatch from Chris­ 
tiania says that Ritschel. a m ember of 
the expedition, reached Adventure bay 
on Dec. 21, half dead from cold and 
hunger. 
He said the survivors were 
on the north coast of Spitzbergen and 
were only provided with supplies for 
a month. 
He and others had been 
sent to seek hetp. 
The others w’ere 
unable to get further than Widjo bay. 
This is the first news of this expe­ 
dition since the end of last August, 
when the Hamburg-Ameriean steam ­ 
ship Victoria Louise, while on a pleas­ 
ure cruise, sighted the expedition.

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ENTENARIES will n ot be so n u­ 
merous:. durin g 1913 as in some 
recen t y ears, about the on ly cel­ 
ebration in America bein g that 
of the battle of Lake Erie. 
Yet on 
both sides of the Atlan tic 18 13 saw im­ 
portan t even ts. 
The down fall of Na­ 
poleon an d the in ven tion of the loco­ 
motive made rather big den ts in this 
old world. It is true that the little em­ 
peror was n ot ban ished to Elba till the 
followin g y ear, but the allian ce ag ain st 
him that doomed his ascen dan cy was 
con summated in 18 13. 
It is also true 
that Georg e Stephen son did n ot com­ 
plete his first travelin g en g in e un til 
18 14. but he was at work on it the 
y ear previous, so that 18 13 should have 
a share of the g lory . 
Superstitious people—an d who amon g 
us is en tirely free?—are n ot a little 
n ervous about a y ear en din g in the 
hoodoo burden ed 13. 
Some on e lias 
g on e to the trouble to poin t out n ot 
on ly the down fall of Napoleon in 18 13.

War was still the chief occu 
pation of men who amoun ted to an y ­ 
thin g . an d at this very time the g reat­ 
est warrior sin ce Caesar had g on e 
throug h the devastatin g retreat from 
Russia an d was bein g hedg ed about by 
his num ero us foes an d driven in to a 
corn er.

As already sug g ested, we are to have 
a cen ten ary of this Lake Erie affair. 
We believe on e of the boats is to be 
raised for the occasion ; also that a 
mon umen t to Perry is to be dedicated 
or un veiled, or somethin g . The details 
will come alon g in the n ewspapers in 
due course. Suffice it to say that there 
will be a celebration , with the in ev­ 
itable oratory an d doin g s. 
Erie. Pa., 
the former Put-in -Bay , where Perry 
con structed his fleet an d from when ce 
it sailed forth to g lory , will be decided­ 
ly on the map. 
The battle of Lake Erie smashed the 
British power in the west, an d the job 
was completed in October by Gen eral 
William Hen ry Harrison at the battle 
of the Thames. This was perhaps the 
g reatest lan d victory won by the Amer­ 
ican forces, secon d on ly to that g ain ed 
by an other future presiden t. Gen eral 
An drew Jackson , at New Orlean s. 
On March 4. 18 13. Presiden t James 
Madison was in aug urated for a secon d 
term. 
It is worthy of n ote that on 
March 4 n ex t, ex actly 100 y ears later.

These were g allan t 
action s, an d we can imag in e our g reat- 
g rauddaddies celebratin g the double 
victory with as much of the hard cider 
an d applejack as would be left iu the 
cellar iu February .

Perry ’s Victo ry . 


September. 18 13. was a big mon th 
for the American s. The rejoicin g over 
the En terprise-Box er affair was but a 
fain t prelude to the chorus of jubila­ 
tion heard all over Yan keedom when 
Perry ’s lacon ic messag e came down 
from Lake Erie: “We have met the 
en emy , an d they are ours—two ships, 
two brig s, on e schoon er an d on e sloop." 
Oliver Hazard Perry n ever posed as a 
phrasemaker or a jug g ler of the queen ’s 
En g lish, y et in that dispatch he g ave 
us a sen ten ce that will be repeated as 
lon g as there are Fourth of July ora­ 
tors an d school histories. 
In to the battle that has rag ed over 
the respective merits of Commodore 
Perry an d Comman dan t Elliott an d 
over the comparative stren g th of the 
American an d British ships en g ag ed 
there is n o use of en terin g at this late 
day . 
Perhaps the American s had the 
larg er force. 
If so it was more than 


an other Prin ceton man , Woodrow Wil­ 
son . will g o throug h the same cere­ 
mon y . These two are the on ly Prin ce­ 
ton men who have ever starred in this 
particular role. The 18 13 in aug ural was 
n ot a particularly imposin g affair, al­ 
thoug h brillian t socially , the immortal 
Dolly bein g then in her elemen t. As 
the presiden t was a studious man . most 
of these social duties devolved on Mrs. 
Dolly , an d it is un an imously ag reed 
that she was equal to the part. 


A No ted Cabinet. 


Elbridg e Gerry came in at the same 
time as vice presiden t. The on ly other 
tilin g remembered of Mr. Gerry is the 
g erry man der. 
James Mon roe was sec­ 
retary of state an d for a time also sec­ 
retary of war. Colon el Mon roe was as 
active as Mr. Madison was studious 
an d for a time was n early the whole 
admin istration , so far as con ductin g 
the war was con cern ed. 
Albert Gal­ 
latin was secretary of the treasury , 
perhaps the most famous of its secre­ 
taries, secon d to Alex an der Hamilton . 
These were about the on ly members 
of the Madison cabin et who are re 
membered to the presen t day . 
The 
others were perfectly respectable men . 
as cabin et members usually are. but it 
takes a rather sizable fig ure to be seen 
from a distan ce of 100 y ears. 
As to the in ven tion of the locomotive, 
two or three men were workin g at the 
problem durin g this very y ear 18 13. 
On e of them fin ished his model, but it 
did n ot work well, an d he beg an an ­ 
other. 
Georg e Stephen son was an en - 
g in ewrig ht at the Killin g worth col­ 
liery an d proposed to build a locomo 
tive to haul the cars over a tramroad 
to the port, n in e miles distan t. 
His 
first travelin g en g in e was completed in 
18 14, as before n oted, an d from this he 
wen t on to perfectin g the locomotive. 
Some of those early en g in es were curi­ 
ous affairs with cog s an d uprig ht pis­ 
ton s. 
An y way , they filled the prag ­ 
matic requiremen t. They worked. 
The y ear that saw the double bless­ 
in g of the fall of Napoleon an d the 
rise of the railro ad is wo rthy o f a place

but Few Facts Bearing on Probable 


Outcome of Strained Situation, but 


General Opinion Is That the Powers 


W ill Be Compelled to Take a Hand. 


8.—So far as kn own , 
n either sid e has taken an y steps sin ce 
the suspen sion of the sittin g Mon d ay , 
an d man y rum ors hilt little fact seems 
to summarize the Turko-Balkan situa­ 
tion 
for 
the 
momen t. 
Ev ery ­ 
bod y seems 
to be waitin g on the 
powers, hut although the am bassad ori­ 
al con feren ce is un d erstood to hav e 
d iscussed the question , n othin g as y et 
appears to hav e been d on e by them or 
the European gov ern men ts to solv e 
the problem. 
It is gen erally con ced ed that the 
powers are completely as on e in d eter­ 
min in g that peace must be main tain ed , 
but bey on d a rather v ague statem en t 
from Berlin as to what they propose 
to d o, there is n othin g to show as to 
how' they propose to m ain tain peace. 
Man y of the commen tators, who in ­ 
clud in g on e who has been referred to 
frequen tly in these d ispatches, believ e 
that the powd ers hav e n ot y et d ecid ed 
how to go to work. 
There ar° reports that they in ten d 
to exert pressure on Turkey by in form­ 
in g her that they would regard tl e 
resumption of hostilities with “the ut­ 
m ost d ispleasure.” 
Nothin g is said 
about exertin g siimlar pressure on the 
allies. 
The recen tly reported willin gn ess of 
the powers to med iate is n ow d en ied , 
though un officially , an d they are stat­ 
ed to be willin g on ly to “exert in flu­ 
en ce” toward a settlem en t, but it is 
d eclared that they hav e been exertin g 
in fluen ce throughout the n egotiation s, 
an d the on ly result thus far has been 
a d ead lock. On e lead in g com m en tator 
in tim ates that the suspen sion , in stead 
•of the rupture of the n egotiation s, was 
d ue to their in stigation . 
If this is ac­ 
curate, what is ascribed here to the 
allies as “a most brillian t id ea” is the 
first fruits of the efforts of un ited Eu­ 
rope. 
The T urks seem to he v ery sore at 
their position . 
A promin en t Turk in 
Iv on d on is quoted as say in g: 
"Bv los­ 
in g a campaign we seem to hav e lo 't 
ev en our right to fair play an d justice, 
an d , worse still, to hav e caused Eu­ 
rope to lose its sen se of equity .
